The numbej- of women bil- 
iardists, however, would surprise you 
and there are more experts than the 
rabhc is aware of. In some sections of 
ihe country billiard playing is a very 
jopular drawing room entertainment, 
ind many of the women of a family be- 
come quite adept with the cue. To be- 
;ome expert in knocking the ivories 
about it is necessary to practice at least 
five hours a day. One must not forego 
practice, either, after he has become 
skillful. It requires strength to play 
billiards, and the majority of ladies 
•whom I have seen play fail because they 
do not exert the.ir strength and use their 
wrists properly. 


"If I were teaching a young society 


lady 'billiards 1 would first grasp her 
arm at the elbow and shake her hand 
and wri.-it for half an hour each day for 
a week. This would take the stiffness 
out of these parts and increase tho 
strength of the muscles. These are the 
most important points in playing bil- 
liards. The greatest thing with which 
a woman has to contend, even when she 
has mastered the game, is playing in 
public. The moment she plays before 
anybody she gives way to a form of 
stage fright. This can be overcome, 
however, but it requires a long time. 
The first time I performed in a public 
hall 1 felt as though the roof was falling 
on my head. It is the same thing with 
all women."—Indianapolis Sfntiiiel.

DISASTROUS *'LOO1>8. 


The newspapers are publishing estimuteB 


of the damages oaaaed by floods along tie 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers sod their 
tributaries. Tracts of country embracing 
obont a quarter of a million square miles 
and 
a 
population 
of eight luillious 


are affected. 
The floods extend from the 


Dttkctaa on the Missouri and Minnesota 
and Wisconsin on the Mississippi to New 
Orleans. Several of the tributaries of the 
Father of Wat< ts are doing more damage 
than the great atrei»m itaelf. At Sioux 
City, iu Northwestern Iowa, the Floyd 
river bos devastated a Urge section of 
country, causing a loss of fitty or more 
lives and the destruction of a large amount 
of properly. In Nebraska the Platt river 
and smaller steams hav^ dona almost in- 
calculable dtmage to (arms and villages. 
The Des Moiues and Rnccoon rivers in 
Central Iowa have inundated extensive 
agricultural regions, destroying growing 
crops and preventing the planting of corn, 
potatoes, etc. In Kansas City and other 
points in Missouri and Kansas floods have 
done immense damage, while farther south 
the Arkansas and Red rivera are censing 
wide-spread destruction. In Winoonsin and 
Illinois the damage from high water baa 
been quite serious and the bottom lauds 
along the Mississippi between St. Louis 
and the mouth of the Ohio are all nnder 
water. Thousands of people have been 
driven from their homes and hundreds of 
thousands of acres of the richest and 
usually the most productive Innds iu tbe 
Mississippi Valley are covered with water 
and practically valueless this season. The 
loss of stock, damage to buildings and rail- 
roads and destruction of crops is estimated 
at from $60,000,000 to $75.000,000. 


On tha lower Mississippi the damage 


yet sustained is not as great as it is further 
north, thongb breaks in the levees at NHW 
Orleans and other parts of Loniniana are 
causing considerabl* damage. It is feared 
that the river has not reached its highest 
atageio the South and that greater destruc- 
tion ia inevitable. 


The onuse of the henvy freshets is not 


due so much to melting snows at tbe head 
waters of the Mississippi as to heavy and 
incessant rains in tho great valleys nlonp 
those streams. la many places, evan where 
the land is not flooded, it ia impossible to 
cultivate tbe soil becnnse of its saturated 
condition, BO that the constructive damage 
OiHis-d by tho raius mny exceed a hundred 
million dol'ars.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Tbe Democratic 


S«n»tors who voted yea to-day on Merrill's 
motion to refer Morgan's silver resolution 
to the committee were Gray, Palmer and 
Vilaa. 
The Republican Senators who 


voted ney were Allen, Mitchell, Paddock, 


i Pettigrew, Power, Sanders, Shoap, Squires, 
Stanford, Stewart, Teller and Wolcott. 
Morgan modified the resolution by adding 
a new paragraph instructing the Finance 
Committee to report a supplementary Act 
providing for tbe coinage of gold and silver 
bullion on equal terms. Sherman snU it 
seemed to him that the approaching polit 
ical conventions bad more to do with the 
resolution than the Senate had. This he 
thought not a proper time to debate a 
question, especially when the executive 
authorities were engaged in a movement 
for an International conference.
